APPELLANT'S REPLY BRIEF 



This is in reply to the Examiner's Answer of March 31, 2006. 

The Examiner's Answer raises a new issue in the identification of the 
reusable container of the claim as the inner shell 20 of the package of Hakun et al. It is 
respectfully urged that the single sheet of the inner shell can not be a "container" for 
containing at least one unit of product and displaying said product. It is the back sheet of 
the Hakun package. A product in the concave portion of the inner shell if displayed 
would fall out and not be displayed. The inner shell 20 can hardly be a "container" for 
something on the convex side. 

Claim 1 is drawn to a package for storing and displaying product that 
includes a reusable product container. The Examiner can not say the inner sheet 20 is a 
container when its use in Hakun is not as a container but as the back sheet. In Hakun the 
inner shell 20 is, when on display, inside the stocking mask M, hardly acting as a 
container. While the inner shell, if separated from the package could be a candy dish-like 
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container, in the Hakun display package it is not a container. Therefore, Hakun does not 
anticipate the claimed invention. 

It is respectfully urged that a reasonable reading of Hakun does not meet 
any reasonable interpretation of claim 1 . 

It is respectfully requested that the Board of Appeals and Interferences 
reverse the rejection by the Examiner and mandate the allowance of claims 1 and 7
